Montmorency cher- 
ries. On our place ali other fruits such as apples, peaches, pears, 
plums, prunes and sweet cherries are all right and not damaged by 
frost and freezes. 

I’ve seen the most morey made on Montmorencies and also seen 
the most crop losses on Monts. Since the blossom thinning chemicals 
have been used on apples, in most cases apples are a regular crop. 

Heretofore we have had to thin peaches by hand the same as we 
used to thin apples. This spring for the first time a peach thinning 
spray has been named, called CITC. This early thinning of peaches 
will make for larger and better flavored peaches, While thinning and 
trimming has always been a must with peaches, the new chemical will 
save labor costs as well as producing more regular crops. : 

Getiing back to cherries, the Montmorency orchards that have 
had the blossoms’ frozen this year will rejuvenate and stand more 
frost next year.

Spittlebug control will not 
correct faults of a normally 
poor crop, however, and the 
treatment time is important. 

Spittlebugs can be spotted ear- 
ly in legume fields—when the 
ercps are less than five inches 
tall. The orange youngsters are 
in the tiny specks of foam or 
froth in crowns or on growing 
piants.. 

Treatment should take place 
within 10 days after the eggs 
hatch, before plants grow more 
than 5 inches tall, and lindane 
spraying should be at least 35 
days before fields are cut or pas- 
tured. x 

Lindane is the best spray—-at 
the rate of a half pound of 25 
per cent wettable powder for 100 
gallons’ of water applied per ac- 
re via a potato sprayer. 


Wheat Storage 
Buildings Pay 


If you’re going to build a sto- 
rage for your 1954 wheat crop 
soon, why not construct a build- 
ing that can be used for: other 
purposes, too. : 

That’s a suggestion from 
agent Ed Rebman. He reports 
that plans for these kinds of sto- 
rages are available through his 
office at Boyne City. 

Farmers can find the plan 
which will suit their needs by 
looking at a catalog published by 
ithe Midwest Planning Service, 
an organization of agricultural 
engineers from midwest agyicul- 
‘tural colleges. The plan which a 
farmer selects can be ordered by 
the county agricultural agent at 
@ nominal cost. 

The catalog. contains a large 
number of drawings of buildings 
cesigned for grain storages. It 
lists plans available for build- 
ings that can be used for car 
garages, truck garages, machin- 
ery sheds, cattle feeders and hog 
feeders after the structures’ no 
lenger are needed for grain sto-}
